It is much coutronerted amongſt the Malers of 
Aſtronomy, and ſtifly maintair ed on both ſides, whether 
the earth doth moue oꝛ ſtand ſtill: of the foꝛmer opinion 
ok old were Heraclirus,Ponricus, Ecphantus, both Pithago- 
rians, c Niceras of Syracuſa, ànd Ariſtarchus Samius, with 
all their followers : whoſe opinion is lately renewed by 
Copernicus and many famous wozthy men in this ager 
Ok the later opinion were of old Plato and Ariſtotle, any 
= whole ſect of peripatetikes and ſo Held at this Day by 
thoſe-whoſe learning and iudgement is to be admired. 

Againe, amongſt thoſe which hold the earth to moue; 

Come place the earth in the middeſt, betwixt the Planets 
of Venus and Mars, ag Copernieus: ſome in the middeſt of 

the woꝛlo, moued only vpon an immoueable pin, oꝛ axel⸗

Moꝛeouer, foꝛ the number of D:bes, ſome hold there

the longitude,latitnde,and magnitude of the fired ſtars, 
fn the p:ecefſion of the oqufnottiall, in the Pavallares, 
and refractions ofthe Sun aud Moont, in the obliqui⸗ 
ty of the 3odiake, and in almoſt what not: whereby it 
came to paſſe, that the Coniunctions and other aſpects 
miſſed their appointed time: , the Tclipſes were vncer- 
taine both in poſition, quantity, time, and duration, t. 
And J daubt not but thoſe which ſhall {fue in another 
age, Will find ervours in theeracteit obſeruations of onr 
beſt and moſt accurate Aſtronomers; and will refszme 
theml, as they hane refo2med thoſe that Itued befoze 
them 2 And therefoꝛe J may conclude with that which is 
bekoꝛe fafd, that we know theſe things vncertainly , roue at 
them by gueſſes,and ſee them as in a myſt. A

How to finde the Epact. 


Hauing found the Golden Mumber, diuide it by z, ił 
nothing remaine, the Golden Number and Epatt 
are all one: Jf 1 doerematne, the Epact is greater then 
the Golden number by ro, if: doe remaine, ad 20 to the 
Golden number: But ik the number fo added erceed zo, 
then caſt away zo, and the Remanet is the Epact.

A memorable note concerning the moueable 
feaſts, gouerned by che courſe of che Moone, 


It was avfudged in times paſt,by the Antient Fathers 
of the Pzimittue Church, that the Moone made her re: 
uolution in the Heanens,and come inthe (ame period of 
time in Oppofitions,and Coniunctions iuſt in 19 yeers, 
c koꝛ that cauſe appointed that the golden number con⸗ 
ſiſting of r9,ſhould bethe nile to guide vs to the new any 
full Bovnes, and ſo to the obſeruation of that euer to 
be with all ioy reuerenced Feaſt of Tafter, kept inthe 
Church with lolemnity, in reme mbꝛance of the gloztons 
veſarrection of our Suntour Chiſt, wherein he did tri⸗ 
umph victoꝛioullę oner lin, death, and hell: 2 — —

the 21 dap of March. and the a6 day of Apzill; ſo cba 
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guoyding of theſe hot contentions which were in the 
Nꝛimitiue Church, abour the obſeruation of this ceſti- 
— the Fathers aſſembled in the Councell ot Nice, did 
bſolutely determine, and poſitiuely concluded, that the 
Feaſt of Caſter ſhould be kept the next Lozds Day atier 
the full Moone next kollowing the vernall equinoctiall, 
which then was vpon the 2: day of March: concluding 
with Anathema to all thoſe that ſhouldpzeſtune to alter 
that periodof time: yet in pzoceſſe of tine, wee ſee that 
the equinoctiall is anticipated 10 dayes at leaſt fince the 
Nitene Councell, and the Moone alſo doth pꝛenent her 
time one whole day in 313 yceres, and ſomewhat moꝛe: 
ſo that ſiace the Nicene Councell,it bath pzenented the 
time then limited4 dayes, 8 houres at leaſt, whereby it 
commeth to paſſe, that Eaſter day is not kept on the 
Loꝛds day next after the full Moon enſuing the vernall 
etzuinoctiall, but ſometimes a moneth later: which erroz 
in Kalender the Gregorian Hath reo med, not that it is 
a matter of neteſſity. otherwiſe our Kalenders ſhould alſo 
be refozmed; but God Hath ginen this liberty to euer 
ſeuerall Church, t hat it is not bound either To any pꝛe⸗ 
— — place, ſo that all things be decently and in oꝛ⸗ 
er done. 

Theſe things might eaſily be pꝛoued ik time and this 
ſmall volume would ſu er: onely let me adde, that the 
Moon Both tome ſho:t of the lame paint with the Sun x 
houre,28 min. 1; ſec. in 19 yeers:yet if we do multiply the 
Cycle of the Sun 28, by the Cycle of the oone 19, the 
pꝛoduct will be 52. In the renolutton of which number 
of yecres, all the alp cts of the r un and Moone, and is 
allthe moueable Feaſts doe returne to the ſame day of 
the moneth, and the ſame day of the weeke: As in the 
peer ofour U0:d 104, being 532 yrers befozethis preſent 
yeere 16:6, the ]Jzime number, Epact, aud Dominicall 
letter were the ſame it fs this yeere , and Taſter day 
was vpon the ſame day, of the ſame moneth it is this 
y eur: and lo by conſcquente all the reſt of the moneabig
